He has written nearly twenty 

books, many of which have -had 

wide success, But none ts so 

shallenging to the conscience of 

the world as ‘Victors Beware.” 

Many liberals who allowed 
themselvca to be forced, by fear of 

Fascism, into alliance with Com- 


aunism will be surprised at some 
Madariaga’s conclusions, After 
gostulating that political freedom 
tnd personal liberty rank far high- 
er in the scale of human values 
than mere economic security, he 
writes: “After undergoing, deadly 
seri) tram the right, liberty now 
ig juse as seriously threatened 
trom the left.” Madariaga also 
yas the courage to state the fol- 
lowing + unpopular truth: = “A 
tweciety which, in order to ensure 
yread for a small minority, sacri- 
Sices the Siberty of all ts nat a 
community of men but a set of 
ttables for animals. ‘That civilis- 
ad sovicty must struggle against 
festitution, we all are agreed.

‘Che goods that were required 
for Hong Kong ordered through 
the War Office for shipifent to 
Hong Kong were, ‘as Ihave 
said, not immediately available.

Originally it was considered 
doubtful that normal trade 
would be re-established. even.
